The Session In Review

0 publication which this issue of the McGill Daily marks. The 
^reaterpart of ou,' attention, and rightly so. has been devoted dur- 
ng the months m other years consumed in college routine, to mat- 
ers bearing an intimate connection with the part which the Empire 
» playing m the struggle now ensuing on the battlefields of Europe. 

1 he achievements of the University in athletics during the past ses- 
Mon have been not inconsiderable; studies have been allowed to run 
their ordinary course with varying success, but both are overshadow- 
ed, as well as all other student activities, by endeavors on the pai^ 
ot the majority of the Student Body to fit themselves for service, 
through association with the reconstructed C.O.T.C. or other Uni- 
xTisily units. There seems little reason to doubt that the McGill 
Battalion t-O.T.C. succeeded in its primary object, fhe hy- 
ing do^vn of as full a knowledge of military training as was attain- 
able under the circumstances, and that is due in no small degree to 
the men. both giuduates and students, who have liberally devoted 
ol iheir lime and energy in the organization and development of the 
Battalion. The place taken in this regard by members of the Gra- 
duates bociety IS especially worthy of note. 

The .action of the Faculties of Arts and Applied Science in 
granting concessions to men attending drills of the Battalion regu- 
larly, demands consideratioi; in a summary of the session's events. 
By relieving members of the Regiment from a certain amount of 
their aoademic duties, these tAvo Faculties have accomplished a great 
deal towards furthering the work of the Battalion and contributed 
materially tou-aids the -attainment of a higher standard of cfficicn- 
cy. The practical field work done by the Battalion since its form- 
ation has also had its effect, and the spring training camp to be held 

ivJ \ "° "i^fl^ o" 'he side of efficien- 

cy. McGilI men have every reason to feel proud of the success 
which has attended the work dpne by the Battalion. 

To provide a suitable infantry unit in which McGill men might 
become enrolled for Overseas servire. arrangements were made 
with the 38th Royal Ottawa Regiment, whereby a double company, 
commonly known as the "Overseas Company." would be connect- 
ed with that Battalion. In consequence of the large number of stu- 
dents who had joined other units, recruiting among the students 
themselves for the Overseas Company did not at first meet with the 
response which would appear to have been its due. More favour- 
able results .ippear to have since attended recruiting efforts, and it is 
expected that, with the aid of detachments from colleges affiliated 
with McGill and from other Universities, the Overseas Company 
will shortly have its full complement of men. 

Rivalling the infantry units in the importance of its work, though 
not so general" in its composition or enjoying so long an existence is 
No. 3 (McGill) General Hospital, which the University will place 
on the lines of communication in France before many more months 
elapse. It is gratifying to note that although not the only Hospital 
offered from Canadian Universities, the McGill General Hospital 
set the pace which the University of Toronto and Queen's Univers- 
ity have since followed. Officered by McGill graduates and mem- 
bers of the Faculty of Medicine's teaching staff, and with its ranks 
filled for the greater part witli undergraduates of this University, 
the McGill General Hospital promises to be a unit creditable in 
every way to the institution whose name it bears, and to the men 
who by their organizing ability have placed it in the position which 
it occupies at the present day. Not a ^vhit less important than the 
work which will be done on the firing line by the Overseas Com- 
pany, will be that which members of the Hospital will be called up- 
on- to do on *he lines of communication. The Allies forward move- 
ment, now apparently well under way, will result in their losses be- 
ing considerably in excess of those met with during'the winter spent 
in the trenches. Then will the field hospitals be called upon to do 
their utmost, and we feel sure that the McGill General Hospital, 
with its efficient staff and splendid additional equipment provided 
through the generosity of friends of the University, will not be found 
wanting. 

McGill is already represented in the British forces in France lny 
a number of men who arc connected with cither the British or Can- 
adian Elxpejdilionary Forces. The generous attitude of the Facul- 
ties in granting years or degrees to these, and to other men who have 
enlisted for Overseas service is deserving of special mention. There 
j have been few restrictions placed by the Faculties in the way of 
students who have made known their desire to join the colours, and 
that this should be the case is all the more to the credit of the Uni- 
versity. 

Tlianks to the facilities and opportunities offered by these units. 
McGill can feel satisfied that she has done much towards turning 
out a creditable body of men which will be fit to do its share in the 
Empire's defence. 

Early in the session, it was decided that no clash should take 
place between military and athletic events, and the wisdom of this 
has been, apparent since the attainment of a certain physical stand- 
ard is a pre-requisite for military service. Notwith.standing that this 
wus the case, however, it was disappointing to notice the poor sup- 
port which was accorded our hockey club at' its games, certainly not 
support which it deserved. Although unable to carry off the hon- 
ours in either football or hockey, in both of which a splendid spirit

to adopt towards undergraduates' affairs in general. This may be 
explained in many ways, but probably most clearly by an examin- 
ation of the timetable of each student with due allow-ince for mili- 
tary activities, and also by a knowledge of the spirit ^ unrest which 
can be seen on every hand. It is gratifying, nevertheless, when all 
this is considered, to learn that the Students* Council, by careful 
management of finances, is enabled to look forward to an estimated 
surplus of over $2,000, and that by this means the debt incurred 
some years ago will shortly be a thing of the past. 

So far as the Daily is concerned, there can be little cause for 
complaint. With few members of last year's staff available, for one 
reason or another, tfie incoming editor-in-chief was faced with a sit- 
uation which to say the least was not encouraging. Thanks to Mr. 
Leslie's organizing ability and to the co-operation of the staff which 
he gathered around him. the Daily was enabled to regain its footing 
after a short elapse of time, and has since, we have confidence in 
saying, enjoyed a most prosperous existence. 

Great events will come to pass before another session. Of that 
we may rest assured. To those McGill men who are already at the 
front and to those who will be there shortly the McGill Daily can 
do nothing but wish every success, at the same time expressing its 
fervent hope that all may return safely home after serving tfieir 
country faithfully in whatever duty they may be called upon to per- 
form ; to those who will' find themselves passing the usual round of 
summer activities, tfie Daily would wish health and prosperity, cou- 
pled with success in the examinations now so close upon us, and any 
other undertaking they may assume.

Take Up Arms For The Empire

On several occasions I haye's^ken to the members of the McGill Battalion regarding enlistment in 
the McGill Overseas ComfMTnyliand as to-nibi^^ be your last issue may I. through your kind- 
ness, seize the oppoftunity^ofsayingialasi^w^^^ 

Up to the present I have' refrained from making any strong appeal on behalf of the McGill 
Overseas Company, feeling assure'd that the McGill men would decide for themselves and enthusias- 
tically support their awn unit. I may frankly state that I am disappointed. I have hoped that each 
day would see a change of feeling and the ranks speedily filled from members of the Battalion. 

Up to the present time 160 men have been sworn iri out of whicii 28 or less than 20 p.c. are 
members of the Battalion. The establishment to-day is approximately 700 so that only 4 p.c. have 
joined the Overseas Company. It is true that some 250 members of the Battalion are now enlisted for 
active service in: other units. We can, accordingly, be proud of our war record but we_\^ould have 
been prouder had there been more of these men no-w serving in our own representative unit. 

Supported and lencouwged by the Mi authorities, the McGill Battalion was formed with three 
- primary objecj^^^^^^: 

First: To train officers. 

Second: To prepare, the wa)^ for the formation of specialist units by giving all a thorough ground- 
ing in Infantry^ training. - ! -i . 

TTiird : The formation of an Infantry Company or Companies for|Oyersea8 service either separ- 
ately, or in conjunction with other Universities, j--. ^ 

f;?^ith regard to the fir8lj'we;are about to fulfll^rlduty 'in that next week some 190 men are pre-'^ 
senting themselves for examination as officers.4and!up to the present date, the Battalioii has actually 
furnished s^e^severi^rfivei^p^ficers to I acti'veWm^ units and other Militia corps. £, 

With regarH to Specialist Units the Militia authorities were unable to su{)ply us with instruction 
and equipment and they have repeatedly refused to grant authority for the formation of any Special- 
ist Unit at McGill with the exception of the No] 2 Base Hospital. 

The Wireless Unit, after being formed and,trained, was eventually refused and ihe men obliged 
to enlist as Telegraph Curators. Specialist Units being impossible, the Battalion adopted an extens- 
ive and thorough training in all branches of Infantry work. 

When it was found that men were leayir^^^ enlisting iii the, ranks of Infantry and other 

corps, it .Was deeined advisable to iiri'mediatëly^^^ Infantry Company for Overseas service; it be- 

ing felt that an opportunity should be afforded University men of training and going to the front with 
men of their own class and under officers! vfho would Jake a sincere interest in their welfare and com-

supply the full number of men by a certain datd, which was fixed as the 1st of May, 1915, in order 
lo enable those who desired to do so, an opportunity of completing their academic sludes for the year. 
In giving this undertaking I felt confident of being able to furnish most of the men from the Battal- 
ion, having in mind that in January last when nothing definite could be announced as to how, and

those in this frame of mind what branch of the service has done more to uphold the honor of the Brit- 
ish arms than the Infantry?

An Infantry soldier is no longisr a machine, he must be an intelligent fighter and occa- 
sions constantly arise where the educated man has an opportunity of exercising his intelligence to the

Paris was strangely quiet 
that night Along the Champ d'Bly- 
seea thousands otf men ajid women 
were gathered, in a birge gruUv read- 
ing the bulletins and cUsousslng what 
was about to happen; \viith the ex- 
ception of a few 'arrcstu, everytlitng 
was normal: perhaps below the nor- 
mal state. The police and natives eyed 
you In a very auepiciotis manner. The 
cafes and theativs, in fact an the 
places of amusement, were open that 
evening. However, on the following 
day, a different stato of affair.n was 
to be seen, for a great deal of excite- 
ment was predominant. In Uie niter- 
noon one noticed that not only the 
street cor aervtoe was had, but many 
of the buses had been taken off. Kven 
the taiti-cab8 became soarce. it was 
a very cpnunon sight to witness a 
couple of mon ovei^wer a taxi-cab

(whom I had met at Rasle) and I were 
only a block away at the time.

The following Rundtiy wo had in- 
tended vlsitlna Vi'i-saillcs a.n(l see the 
fountains play, but wc were doomed 
to dlsappolnuneut for at breakfast (3 
rolls and a cup of coffee), we lo.irned 
from the papers that Oerniany had 
dcclarwl war on Prance. All foreign- 
ers were to leave Paris wltiiin ;4 
hours, unless a special pcnnll could 
be obtained. 

Upon visiting the railwuy stai Ion wc 
foui>d that thoro were ihousand» wail- 
ing for Information. The men behind 
the counter were like mad men. l o 
have had the opportunity to gain in- 
formation woult have boon futile for 
these clerks did not know when tho 
trains were leaving and they did not 
seem to care. Moet of the rogular 
trains had been taken over lor troops, 
which hod already started to mobilize, 
Eventually we learned that no trains 
would be leaving for Kavro that day 
or for .Homo d.oj-s lo come. Uptin 
learning this we decided to visit the 
Consul offlooe. The American Con- 
sul office which 'wns only a few 
Btepn away from the station, wc found 
crammed to tho doors. The only way 
to reach the RHtisli Consul office wns 
on foot. All traffic had piacticiiiiy 
Mapped. The few taxies which were 
In evidence akiramedvpast at a fear- 
ful rate and the limited number of 
cat» were driven by women. 

The British Consul office, like the 
American one, was also Jammed to 
the doors. Xutwlthstanding the trouble 
and heat, there was much himior 
floating .iiK.iit. AfKr waiting about 
an hour and a half I obtained 11. intss- 
pcrl which wna lo afford me some 
amusement ■latons- We learned that a 
special traln'^' hitd been put on for 
Havre al 4.30. It was then nnd 
wc had to walk all the way back, pack 
up and ffct down to the station. To get 
di.wii to the station wii.4 the great 
troubli^. On our way from the Consul 
office to the hotel we witnessed only 
nini- fights. 7 with flflts nnd tww.wilh 
revolwr.-^ I'Vw people were to be seen 
on the .stricts, however. Most of the 
people were Indoors, looking out of 
I hi- windows. Somo w ere not only 
looking out but endeavoring to throvi- 
others mit. Kverylwdy scemod to 
have gone mad. On turning a corner 
a tnxi-cab wizzcd pa.st. bringing some 
military man somewhere in «rcat 
haste. From a neiii -by dwrway u fel- 
low ran out and fired three shots at 
the occupant of llie laxl, one of tht* 
shots striking him in the head. :itid 
knocking him iiiicoiiscioiiH. It was not 
long iM'fore Ihe would-be murderer 
wns caught and bundled Into the same 
taxi whereupon all made off together. 
The wiiole affair could not have taken 
mnir tlian ten minutes in nil. 
/ Our hotel man who was ». very 
obliging fellow, managod, after a gcmd 
tien I of trouble, to procure un auto- 
mobile Into which we were all bundled, 
and I do not think that T ever travelled 
so fast befiyro or since. We were not 
preiKirod for the scene we were to wit- 
ness at Ihe station (l.pgnre Ht. Lsizaro 
as I rumenvber It). There must have 
been about six thousand people there, 
men, w«men and chJMren, of all 
classes and nationalities, all lioplng 
and praying, no doubt, to be able 10 
leave Paris.

The whole crowtl swayed backwards 
and forwards. Amidst curaus, koocUs 
and abuses, we eventually worked our 
way to the gates and found there was 
only five minutes to spare, and thb 
gates still closed, so we threw our 
grips over tho railing and scrambled 
over after them. As no one made an 
effort tu stop us, wc soon reached 
the train to flijd It nearly full.' How 
the puuple managed to have reached 
it I nover found out. In iho train 
wore many soldiers. One fellow In our 
oontpartment I shall not forget. He 
seemed to have a very clear Idea of 
the true state of affairs. Seemingly 
ho had only been marrieil a few 
months and was coinpeliod to go to the 
front. He was dreadfully sorrowful. 
We tried to assttre hint that every^^ 
thing would turn oiK O.K., and that 
he would oomc back safe. He oqly 
shook his head and turned away. An- 
other word and I am sure he would 
have crl ed- 
it was late that evening when we 
reached Havre, luckily to find that 
there wias a steamer leaving fur Eng- 
land at midnight. The only steamer 
in two weeks. Needless to say that 
boq,t oarried three times as many 
people as she was scheduled to, and 
moat of thooo were sick during that 
nine-hours run to Southampton. Many 
torpedo boats were cruising about, and 
It was some time before we weiv al- 
lowed to Btiutd. Upon landing, 105- 
frlendâ set off for Liondon. while I 
went down to Exeter. I think the ride 
from Sali«bury to Exeter that after- 
noon was the mort enjoyable ride I 
have had on board a train. In com- 
pariaoa to the excitement, <^:||D«4bl>m 
and bustle of continental life," that in 
England was quiet and peaceful. Bv- 
erytlilns appeared clean. The country 
elde was beautiful. As we passed 
through village aifter vlUage, w« be^ 
citine nuM-c contented and were glad 
to got away from alt things con- 
tinental; oven from the meagr« bun 
and coffe*. bivakfost to tho tnore 
stolid English onu. In that short 
Journey from Salisbury to Exeter, 
my opinion of Enela.n4:and English- 
men as you find them thore^ rose to 
pur and tliat opinion still holds In a 
great measure, I am glad to say. 

On the day following ray arrival in 
IS-vetcr, August 4th, England declared 
'war. âuch coioltement in Exeter, t 
beliew, had nevor been witnessed 
Hiiicu the days of the Armada. But 
tills fir.st exoltoment gradujil)}' died 
away, and left Kxeter, as it did all 
tlio other English towns, to such an 
extent, that one should never have 
guessed that England wiaa at war had 
it not been for the passing of sol- 
diers. 

Whi4» In Exeter I witnessed the 
greater part of the mobilization of 
that dtslrlcl, and a finer body of men 
would be hard to find. At six o'clock 
on the morning of the Btli, some 6,000 
Highlanders passed through the town 
and to listen to their regular footfall 
us they marched up past the Duller 
monument, was a treat. In passing 
tho monument, most of the men lifted 
their hats In reverence to the old chief 
and a luarty cheer was raised. Many 
such sccnos were to be witnessed dur- 
ing tho proceeding days, and although 
a profound quint had settled over the 
placjo snutll gr'.4upis of men would 
gather hero and there, either lo watcli 
tho bulletins or talk things over. There 
was much cnthuslusm exhibited when 
tho destroyer "Lance" sank the mine- 
layer "Konlgen Lulse"; but a little 
later when It was teamed that H.M.S. 
Ampliion had been blown Up by a 
niino, «n-crjone could readily .see that 
We could not have it all our own way. 
Uut a.«< an optimistic paper tvrote at 
the lime, "Therij is no reason to bo 
unduly dejected by this misfortune ot 
war. Sdbacks are sure lo come. ^Vs 
In the Boor War, wc hod them tit tho 
outset, but they did not then, and they 
will not now, alter >the main current 
of operations." Patriotic fcoling ran 
liigh. It is Impossible to imagine with 
what spirit tho men act throughout 
r.ngtand, unless one can see It all for 
oneself. - 

I<ca.vlng Kxeier M'o ■ journeyed to 
London, hence lo Peterborough, Ely 
and Cambridge. At ihe latter place 
some ;i»,000 troops were stationed and 
hundreds of horses were picketed In 
the large field bock of our hotel. Even 
at tliat time, August 'iSth, Trinity Col- 
lege was being lued us a hospital. 

11 was pructlcally ImposBlble to do 
any sketching and as for taking pic- 
lures. It wn.8 out of tho question 
IJven III; Italy before the war, one wus 
looked on with a great amount of sus- 
picion If he had n book or catncru. In 
his ijossesslon ami It wna not once, 
but nuiiiy times. Hint I wtw held up 
and had to give an account of myfelf. 
.Such conditions were oven worse now 
In lîngland. The chief of iwlico al 
TCxclcr refused to islve any permission 
for such things, and the little that onu 
did- In tho way of SKctchIng or snap- 
shooting,^ was done àt his own risk.' 
When the police or mliltaiy authori- 
ties did not bother you the civilians 
did. The women (specially were 
dreafully iniiulsillve, particularly in 
small towns. Tlio remark "a Oerman 
spy," was to bo he.ard many a llinu 
and for a stranger to poss dont) Iho 
street, w:b8 to have all eyes u|>on him. 
Children of 6 or 6 and old men of 80, 
were expressing their opinions as to 
the eventual outcome; Some of these 
old follows, I t>ellove,''lMd seen ser- 
vice In the Crimea, In India' and South' 
Afrlc.1, and were Juat aa full of the 
« ;u- spirit as ever. Tho cliildren. If 
nllowod, would ply you with all kinds 
of questions, no doubt prompted by 
their mothons, and while you wor« 
sltotchlng they would stuff gross down 
.vour bents and collar (being paid back 
in my own coin, as It were). 

It ivas about the 6lh of September 
that I roivchod York, and from here 
decided lo visit Beverley, Hull ■. and 
Patrlngton, for at thin latter ptaeo 
Was a parish church well worth study. 

I'atrington, which Is a small village 
about five miles from tho sea, on the 
cast coast, proved lo be an Interest' 
Ing plnce from more than one point 
of view. Upon reaching there that 
Sunday aftemood, I hunted up the 
church and as it turned out a fine ex- 
ample of medaeval work. I decided 
to remain a week-and measure it up. 

Tlie rector of the place proved to be 
a very fine fellow and even went to 
the trouble ofs,flndtiut:^a« place for me 
to put up atiflrhtelJI^Idl^^ my
